It is however said that the casualties were on|y a fraction of 
those suffered by the Germans. 


As the result of French successes north and east of Ypres 


the French office believes that the German attack on the Nieu 
port-Dixmude line will be halted for a time at least. 


STEAMER BLOWN UP BY MINE?

London, Oct. 29.—A dispatch from Fleetwood reports that 


a steamer has been blown up by coming in contact with a mine 
laid by Germans off Tory island on the northeast coast of Ire- 
land. The news was taken to Fleetwood by a trawler. 


FRENCH TROOPS TAKE BELGIANS' PLACE 


(Special to The Herald) 


Berlin, via Amsterdam, Oct. 29.—Because of the heavy 


losses they have suffered, the Belgian forces at Nieuport have 
been compelled to withdraw, according to a statement issued 
by the war office. TJie Belgian troops have been replaced by 
French troops and the Belgian town is still held by the allies, 
but German experts believe it will be evacuated because of the 
successes of the Germans operating to the south and east. 


It U announced that the withdrawal of ' Austro-German 


forces from before Ivangorod and Warsaw was accomplished 
with great success, the Russians being unable to pursue rapidly 
owing to the losses at the Vistula. 


The number of names contained in the first fifty German 


casualty lists total 231,218, divided a* follows: Killed, 36,351; 
wounded, 159,165; missing, 35,522. The dead includes 2,385 
officers.
